Members of the Community, and a Branch of the Legiflature ; and that by promoting Harmony among
the People by your Converfation, and difcouraging by your Influence {uch Practices as may tend to dif-
quiet the Minds of your Conftituents, and to difturb the Public 'I{'ranquilit}', you will endeavour to con-
vince all factious and malevolent Perfons, that they cannot be more induftrious in contriving Mifchief,
than we are vigilant and careful to render their wicked Defigns abortive.

« Gentlemen of toth Houfes,

« In Confidence that you will unanimoufly act this good Part, and by your Condudt, as private Gentlemen,
endeavour to approve yourfelves worthy of the Truft repofed in you, I heartily with you all Happinefs
and Profperity ; and, agrecable to your Defire, I do, with the Advice of his Lordfhip's Council of State;
Prorogue this Affembly to the Firft Monday in Fanuary next, to w hich Day you are'to take Notice that
you are prorogued accordingly.”
